River was garrisoned by 150 men of the Peiping detachment of the Field 
Army, 50 militia men, and 70 marines equipped with three 6~inch guns. 
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lL. On ne March ‘1952, ten trucks loaded with three Soviet-made anti-aircraft 
- guns with 200 shells, five flet trajectory guns with 400 shells, and four 
82 mm mortars with 300 shells, arrived at Dong Hi on the western outskirts 
of Thai Neuyen. 


2. The anti-aircraft guns were mounted at Dong Hi. The rest of the equipment 
‘was turned over to the 316 Division of the Democratic Republic of Vietnam 
(DRV) Army.
